"Frame-Up' 1 is tho original title of ray book on the Hng assassination. In

an effort to make the syetera work I became Ray g investigator and got him other than 
extremist counsel* The evidence at tho evidentiary hearing rebutted all the allegations 
nde against Ray, wl&ch la to say about the crime. The judge, incredibly, held that 
guilt or innocence were * ^material to wliat was before him, wliether or not Ray had had the 
effective assistance of counsel.

Perjury by tho FBI was so commonplace in my FOIA lawsuits I alleged it to 
FBI agents I named, molding myself subject to the penalties of perjury if I lied, and 
there was not a peep, ^ther than once to say - 1 * could do tliat indefinitely because 1 
knew mor about tli .JFK 'Bsassination and its investigations than anyone or IcLngnf or 
the FBI! A defense against proven perjury. Which the court accepted! 

I hope someone on yout staff will consider and look into what 1 suggest above 
tliat relates to Fuhrman 1 s planting of that glovd. ^
